A first telephone interview was held with Examiner Tamai on April 9, 2008, and a 
summary of that interview was mailed on April 29, 2008.

Prior to the telephone interview of April 9, 2008, a proposed amendment of the claims 
was faxed to Examiner Tamai. This amendment related to a hump segment touching and urging 
an end of the rotary shaft. During the April 9, 2008 interview, Examiner Tami indicated that the 
proposed amendment did not place the claims in condition for allowance. 

Prior to the telephone interview of April 17, 2008, a second proposed amendment of the 
claims was faxed to Examiner Tamai. This amendment related to a rear plate having guide 
bosses with a thrust member detachably attached thereto. During the April 17, 2008 interview, 
Examiner Tami indicated that the amendment would overcome the art of record, but that a new 
search was necessary. Accordingly, on April 17, 2008, Applicants filed the amendment. 

In view of the foregoing, Applicants believe all claims now pending in this Application 
are in condition for allowance.
